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Tomford Harris Gives 
Fascinating Program 


Tomford Harris, a native American 
concert pianist of unusual musical 
achievement, appeared in a recital 
at Clarke College auditorium, Thurs- 
day, October 23, at 8 o’clock. 

Advance reports of the young art- 
ist’s abilities were realized and even 
surpassed by his performance Thurs- 
day night. His program encompassed 
numbers, the interpretation of which 
called for a poet’s appreciation of the 
spiritual and the beautiful in music. 
His ease and dexterity in the more 
technical numbers convinced his 
audience that he was a past master 
in his art. 

The modern music which Mr. Har- 
ris introduced into his program was 
as enthusiastically received as were 
the time-tried and ever beautiful com- 
positions of Bach, Chopin, Mozart 
and Liszt. Judging by the comments 
of various members of the audience, 
these modern compositions were es- 
pecially enjoyed.

“Because we want to” the slogan 
of the Third National Students’ Spir- 
itual Leadership Convention, marked 
the spirit of the second meeting of 
the Sodality at Clarke College which 
was held in the Mount St. Joseph as- 
sembly hall, Friday evening, October 
31, at 7:30 o'clock. 

The Dean of Clarke College who 
is the Director of the Sodality re- 
viewed the A. B. C. committee plan 
under which the Sodality functions. 
A member of the faculty was appoint- 
ed to act as prefect of each com- 
mittee. 

The sub-committees will work un- 
der a central committee made up of 
the Director, the Prefect of the So- 
dality, the secretary-treasurer, and 
the chairmen of the eight commit- 
tees, The sub-committees will be 
composed of a representative from 
the seniors, juniors, sophomores, and 
each of the freshman groups. Each 
sub-committee will elect its own 
chairman, and secretary-treasurer, 


The sub-committees are the Eu- 
charistic, Mission, Catholic Litera- 
ture, Our Lady’s, Membership anil 
Social Life, Study Club, Publicity, 
and Parish Visiting. The purposes 
of the committees are as follows, 


The Eucharistic committee is to 
increase personal devotion to the 
Blessed Sacrament, and to make this 
devotion spontaneous and reasonable, 

The work of the Mission commit- 
tee is two-fold, first, the help of for- 
eign and home missions by prayer 
and contributions; and secondly, the 
spread of the Propagation of the 
Faith. 

The work of the Publicity commit- 
tee is that of keeping the members 
interested and informed about So- 
dality and general Catholic events. 
The Catholic literature committee 
will spread Catholic literature among 
both Catholics and non-Catholics, 

When mooted questions arise, it 
will be the work of the Study Club 
to study these questions and report 
on them, and if possible to get an 
authority to explain them to the So- 
dality. 

Our Lady’s committee will stimu- 
late and organize devotion to the 
Queen of the Sodality, and will en- 
deavor to bring Our Lady in the daily 
life of the Sodalists.

FEAST OF ALL SAINTS 
OBSERVED AT 
COLLEGE 


Students Are Invited to Visit 
Friends at Mt. Carmel 
During Afternoon 








“Let us all rejofee in the Lord, 
celebrating a festival day in honour 
of all the saints”, the opening words 
of the introit gave the keynote to 
the feast of All Saints, November 1], 
the ninety-seventh anniversary of 
the birthday of the community of the 
Sisters of Charity of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, at Clarke College. The 
order of the day consisted in reli- 
gious service in the moming and 
visiting at Mt. Carmel in the after- 
noon, 

Mass followed by Benediction of 
the Most Blessed Sacrament was of- 
fered in the chapel of the Sacred 
Heart at seven o'clock by Rev, Au- 
drew J, Craighton, library depart- 
ment, Columbia college. Yellow 
chrysanthemums carried out the sea- 
sonal note in the adornment of the 
altar. Numerous amber vigil lights 
preserved the color harmony. The 
entrance of the student body was in 
solemn processional to the strains of 
“Scherzo” by Stanley T, Reiff; Miss 
Elizabeth Hansmann at the organ. 
The seniors and juniors wore caps 
and gowns; the sophomores and 
freshmen, white dresses and veils. 
The hymns during Mass, “Song of 
Thanksgiving”, “Hail Holy Queen”, 
and “God is Great, Let All Adore 
Him”, and for Benediction were sung 
by the college choral. 

The doors of Mount Carmel, the 
mother house and novitiate of the 
Sisters of Charity of the Blessed 
Virgin ‘Mary were open to visitors 
from Clarke for the first time this 
year. Many Clarke girls spent the 
afternoon visiting friends and former 
class mates among the postulants 
and novices, and the professed Sis- 
ters. Those visiting Mt. Carmel for 
the first time were conducted 
through the building by the Sisters, 
The visitors stood in awe at the 
beauty of the chapel with its blue 
light through the stained glass win- 
dows. They were taken through the 
class rooms and: out onto the balcony 
overlooking the river, commanding 
so beautiful a view of the bluffs that 
line the shores of the Mississippi. 
From here they looked into the three 
States, Illinois, Wisconsin and lowa, 
and located in the river Angelus Is- 
land where on June 23, 1843, Bishop 
Loras accompanied by five Sisters 
of Charity of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, en route to Dubuque to begin 
their work here, sent forth the peals 
of the Angelus over the Mississippi 
which were heard for the first time 
in this diocese of the West.

HEN deep-voiced winds vibrate 

through the bare black boughs 

of the oak trees, and twist the 
slim gray branches of fan-shaped elms 
and moan through the pungent depths 
of the evergreens, when the songs of 
the birds are stilled, and the sky emits 
a silver half-light from beneath swift 
smothering clouds, we know that No- 
vember has come. We feel that every- 
where is indication that the earth is 
anticipating the pain of winter. We, 
too, become more serious, and more 
mindful of possible pain to come. And 
we remember that this is the month 
for us to pray especially for the Souls 
in Purgatory. 


It is salutary that we understand 
our opportunity to pray for those de- 
parted from this earth. Because we in 
the course of human events come into 
actual contact with the Personification 
of divine mercy, Jesus Christ, we 
sometimes fail to appreciate the divine 
justice of God. We know that nothing 
touched with a trace of imperfection 
can enter into that state of perfect 
happiness with God, which we call hea- 
yen. The Catholic doctrine of Purga- 
tory is eminently reasonable; our con- 
viction that souls shadowed with only 
lesser imperfections will not be con- 
demned to cternal punishment is 
soundly logical. That there is an inter- 
mediate state for souls to be purged of 
the stains of sins and faults is not only 
reasonable, but deeply consoling as 
well. Justice demands that we suffer 
for our sins; if not in this life, then in 
the next. But souls in the state of 
Purgatory still belong to the spiritual 
body of the Church, so it is possible 
that we who are still living may help 
the atoning members of the Mystical 
Body through our prayers and good 
works. God is infinitely just, and mer- 


ciful, so these efforts of ours could not 
. be wasted. 


As we apprehend and believe the 
need of the pain of purgation, it is 
right that we pray that those expiat- 
ing in Purgatory unrepented faults and 
transgressions, and suffering the tem- 
poral punishment due to sin, may win 
divine favor and a shortening of their 
time of purgation.
